The  year  1966  saw  the  completion  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Book  Selection  Policy  and  the  development  of  poli- 
cies governing  personnel  and  other  internal  rules  of  the 
library  and  stating  general  objectives  of  the  library. 
These  policies  fulfill  one  of  the  requirements  for  affilia- 
tion in  the  state  library  system.  Such  affiliation  is 
highly  advantageous  to  small  libraries  because  through 
centralized  purchasing  an  extra  discount  on  the  price  of 
new  books  is  obtained,  some  clerical  work  is  done  at  the 
state  library,  the  privilege  of  borrowing  books  from  any 
affiliated  library  is  extended  to  any  card  holder  in  good 
standing  in  an  affiliated  library,  and  a  grant  for  basic 
reference  books  is  made  by  the  state.  Your  Trustees  hope 
to  be  able  to  meet  the  other  qualifications  such  as  those 
pertaining  to  physical  facilities  by  the  time  they  become 
mandatory  in  1972. 

The  librarian  and  a  trustee  have  continued  to  attend 
the  district  book  buying  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  -  -  those  who  cause 
fires  and  those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden 
deputy  wardens,  fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of 
a  prolonged  drought,  made  one  of  the  best  fire  control 
records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very  dry  spring,  we 
in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have  substantially 
reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in  1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A   closely   coordinated   and   integrated  state-town 
organization  jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  for- 
est fire  prevention,  training  and  suppression  with 
dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program 
and  your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  pre- 
vention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room   for  improve- 
ment.   Major  problems  are  still  with  us;    (1)    the  careless 
disposal  of  cigarettes;     (2)     the  householder's  careless- 
ness   in   burning   rubbish;      (3)      the   failure  of  wood  lot 
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owners    and    contractors    to    completely    extinguish   their 
brush  burning  fires;  (4)    failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires; 
(5)   unsupervised  children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be 
protected.      In    1966   we   experienced   595   forest   fires  on 

this  area  and  restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres 

a  fine  testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the 
men    who   make   up   our   forest   fire   control  organization. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits 
are  not  issued  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  except 
on  rainy  days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way 
to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  at  your  authorized  town  or  muni- 
cipal dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  to  the  South 
Hampton  School  Board,  South  Hampton,  New  Hampshire. 

My   duties  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  officially  com- 
menced on  September  15,  1966,    This  date  was  set  by  the 
Portsmouth    Board   of  Education    and    the   School   Boards 
of  Supervisory  Union  #21.     During  the  month  of  August, 
however,    I    was    extended    the   opportunity  to  visit  the 
schools  of  this   supervisory  union  on   several  occasions 
to   become   acquainted   with   facilities,   policies   and  per- 
sonnel.     The   last  week   of  August  was   devoted   to  the 
annual    administrators    conference.      The   entire   week  of 
day-long  sessions  was  a  most  interesting  and  productive 
week.     It  became  obvious  to  me  that  a  great  deal  of  fine 
preliminary  planning  went  into  this  activity,  the  results 
of  which  are  quite  apparent  as  one  visits  the  school  at 
South  Hampton  as  well  as  those  of  the  towns  which  com- 
prise this  supervisory  union. 

At  the  outset,  let  me  say  that  I  am  very  pleased  with 
the  instructional  program  and  professional  staff  of  your 
school.  I  find  that  we  have  quality  materials  in  each 
school  with  which  to  do  our  teaching.  I  have  observed 
dedicated  staff  members  intent  upon  giving  their  best  in 
order  that  our  children  may  b«mefit. 

However,  we  must  not  become  complacent  in  thinking 
that  all  must  remain  the  same  -  -  not  in  this  day  and  age 
of    rapid    change.       Already    we    are    at   work    locally  as 
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professionals  in  studying  our  curriculum  to  keep  it  in 
focus  with  day-to-day  advances.  A  good  school  system 
incidentally  is  judged  by  this  very  factor,  among  others. 
At  this  writing  we  are  studying  our  social  studies  cur- 
riculum, modem  foreign  language  program,  art  and  music 
programs  with  the  hope  of  providing  continuity  needed 
in  all  grade  levels. 

Under  Title  HI  of  P.L.  89-10  we  are  involved  in  two 
projects  locally.     In  cooperation   with  WENH-TV  Channel 
11  in  Durham,  a  grant  was  authorized  which  provided  up- 
dated in-service   education   for  teachers  in   Art  and  Sci- 
ence.    The  Instructional  Materials  Center  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  Brooks  is  directly  responsible  for  instruc- 
tional  improvement  at  all   levels  .    I  see  evidence  of  the 
Center's  influence  each   time  I  visit  the  Barnard  School. 
Through  this  facility  teachers  have  come  to  realize  that 
teaching   methods    can    and   must   change.      The  learning 
rate    of  our    students    has    gained    speed    and  momentum 
with    each   passing   day.      We  therefore   are   charged  with 
adjusting  our  program  accordingly. 

The  nation's  school  population  is  growing  with  each 
school  year.     Here  in  South  Hampton  the  school  housing 
problem  is  not  serious.     Here  are  two  charts  which  give 
statistics   based   upon   June   1966:

With  the  coming  of  a  new  set  of  elementary  school 
guidelines  in  New  Hampshire*,  we  are  committed  to  the 
principles  of  sound  planning  and  true  evaluation  of  what 
present  and  future  elementary  school  buildings  should  be 
like  if  we  are  to  meet  the  many  new  challenges  facing 
schools  in  the  '60's. 

It  has  been  and  always  will  be  my  sincere  intent  to 
keep  the  public  informed  about  local,  state,  and  national 
educational  affairs.  It  is  my  job  to  keep  school  board 
members  informed  of  developments  regarding  organization, 
programming,  and  staffing  of  schools  under  their  juris- 
diction. My  affiliation  with  several  national,  regional, 
and  state  educational  groups  assists  me  in  passing  on 
much  information  which  applies  to  our  local  school  prob- 
lems. 

Since  there  has  been  and  should  be  a  continued  in- 
terest in  consolidation  of  school  districts  in  this  state, 
as  well  as  in  the  nation,  the  reactivation  of  the  Coopera- 
tive Study  Committee  seemed  advisable  early  in  my  ten- 
ure here.  A  reorganization  session  has  been  held  with 
appointed  representatives  from  Hampton,  Hampton  Falls 
and  North  Hampton  present.  At  my  suggestion  the  School 
Board  of  South  Hampton  will  show  some  interest  in  this 
study  committee  by  attending  the  meetings  set  for  January 
and  February,  1967.  If  for  no  other  reason  the  members 
will  gain  insight  into  the  problems  of  merging  school 
districts. 

*Guidelines    and    Recommendations    for    New    Hampshire 

Public   Elementary  Schools 

(K-6)  Dept.  of  Education,  Concord,  N.H.,   1966 
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This  Supervisory  Union  has  been  conducting  two  spe- 
cial education  classes  offered  to  those  young  people  who 
have  learning  disabilities.  While  this  type  of  program 
may  be  called  expensive  by  a  few  of  our  critics,  your 
school  administrators  are  convinced  that  we  must  con- 
tinue to  offer  special  programs  geared  specifically  to 
ability  and  achievement  levels.  The  Town  of  Hampton 
has  housed  these  classes  for  the  past  few  years.  Ap- 
proximately 50%  of  the  children  involved  are  Hampton 
pupils. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  School  Board  it  was  my 
recommendation  that  we  acquire  the  services  of  a  reading 
specialist.  This  service  would  be  much  too  expensive 
for  South  Hampton  to  carry  alone.  There  are  two  other 
towns  in  this  supervisory  union,  namely  New  Castle  and 
Hampton  Falls  that  are  somewhat  similar  in  size  and 
scope.  These  two  towns  have  agreed  to  pay  a  share  of 
the  salary  with  the  hope  that  South  Hampton  will  join 
forces.  The  amount  of  money  involved  is  $1,200.00.  The 
kind  of  service  and  benefit  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  at 
the  Barnard  School  will  be  extensive  and  far-reaching. 
This  program  will  be  tried  for  a  year  with  periodic  pro- 
gress reports  made  to  the  board  members  by  this  office. 

The  past  few  months  have  been  challenging  ones  in- 
deed for  me.  They  have  been  quite  revealing  for  I  have 
observed  dedicated  and  competent  staff  members  at  work 
in  each  building.  Our  school  administrators  are  providing 
the  kind  of  assistance,  implementation  and  supervision 
of  curriculum  and  personnel  that  makes  for  a  most  satis- 
factory school   system. 

F    have    high    admiration    for   the    unselfish    manner  in 
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which  individual  school  board  members  carry  on  their 
difficult  and  time-consuming  roles  as  public  servants  - 
their  interest  and  dedication  is  commendable. 

The  Supervisory  Union  Office  Staff  is  deserving  of  a 
great  deal  of  praise  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  carry  on  the  business  affairs  for  eight  separate 
school  districts  comprising  11  schools  with  a  total  staff 
of  approximately  300,  involving  a  total  budget  of  nearly 
3.2   million   dollars.
